Some slates honoring indigenous people instead of Columbus

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 

— A handful of states are 
celebrating their first In¬ 
digenous Peoples Day on 
Monday as part of a trend 
to move away from a day 
honoring Christopher Co¬ 
lumbus. 

New Mexico, Vermont and 
Maine are among the lat¬ 
est to pass measures doing 
away with Columbus Day 
celebrations in deference 
to Native Americans The 
federal Columbus Day holi¬ 
day remains in place. 

In all, around 10 states ob¬ 
serve some version of In¬ 
digenous Peoples Day in 
October, along with more 
than 100 U.S. cities. Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., is celebrating 
Indigenous Peoples Day 
this year under a tempo¬ 
rary measure.

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Trump oide is Turkey sanctions; US scrambles for Syria exit

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tar¬ 
geting Turkey's economy, 
President Donald Trump 
announced sanctionsMon- 
day aimed at restraining 
the Turks' assault against 
Kurdish fighters and civilians 
in Syria — an assault Turkey 
began after Trump an¬ 
nounced he was moving 
U.S. troops out of the way. 
The United States also 
called on Turkey to stop 
the invasion and declare 
a ceasefire, and Trump 
is sending Vice President 
Mike Pence and national 
security adviser Robert 
O'Brien to Ankara as soon 
aspossible in an attemptto 
begin negotiations. Pence 
said Trump spoke directly 
to Turkish leader Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan, who prom¬ 
ised not attack the border 
town of Kobani, which in 
2015 witnessed the Islamic 
State group's first defeat 
in a battle by U.S.-backed 
Kurdish fighters. 

"President Trump commu¬ 
nicated to him very clearly 
that the United States of 
American wants Turkey to 
stop the invasion, imple- 
mentan immediate cease¬ 


fire and to begin to nego¬ 
tiate with Kurdish forces in 
Syria to bring an end to the 
violence,"Pence said. 

"fhe Americans were 
scrambling for Syria's exits, 
a move criticized at home 
and abroad as opening 
the door to a resurgence 
of the Islamic State group, 
whose violent takeover of 


Syrian and Iraqi lands five 
years ago was the reason 
American forces came in 
the first place. 

Trump said the approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 U.S. troops 
who had been partnering 
with local Kurdish fighters 
to battle IS in northern Syria 
are leaving the country. 
They will remain in the Mid¬ 
dle East, he said, to "moni¬ 
tor the situation" and to 
prevent a revival of IS — a 
goal that even Trump's al¬ 
lies say has become much 
harderasa resultofthe U.S. 
pullout. 

The Turks began attacks 
in Syria last week against 
the Syrian Kurdish fighters, 
whom the Turks see as ter¬ 
rorists. On Monday, Syrian 
government troops moved 
north toward the border 
region, setting up a poten¬ 
tial clash with Turkish-led 
forces. 

Trump said Turkey's inva¬ 
sion is "precipitating a hu¬ 
manitarian crisis and set¬ 
ting conditions for possible 
warcrimes,"a reference to 
reports of Turkish-backed 
fighters executing Kurdish 
fighters on the battlefield. 
The Kurdish forces previ¬ 
ously allied with the U.S. 
said they had reached a 
deal with President Bashar 
Assad's government to help 
them fend off Turkey's inva¬ 
sion, a move that brings 
Russian forces deeper into 
the conflict.

In his sanctions announce¬ 
ment, Trump said he was 
halting negotiations on a 
$100 billion trade deal with 
Turkey and raising steel tar¬ 
iffs back up to 50% Trump 
also imposed sanctions on 
three senior Turkish officials 
and Turkey's defense and 
energy ministries 
"I am fully prepared to swift¬ 
ly d e stro y Tu rke y's e c o no my 
if Turkish leaders continue 
down this dangerous and 
destructive path," Trump 
said. 

Treasury Secretary Steven 
Mnuchin said the sanctions 
will hurt an already weak 
Turkish economy. Pence 
said the U.S. will continue to 
ramp up the sanctions "un¬ 
less Turkey is willing to em¬ 
brace a ceasefire, come to 
the negotiating table and 
end the violence." 
American troops con¬ 
solidated their positions in 
northern Syria on Monday 
and prepared to evacuate 
equipment in advance of 
a full withdrawal, a U.S. de¬ 
fense offic ia I sa id. 

The official, who was not 
authorized to be quoted 
by name, said U.S. officials 
were weighing options for 
a potential future counter- 
IScampaign, including the 
possibility of waging it with 
a combination of air pow¬ 
er and special operations 
forces based outside Syria, 
perhaps in Iraq. 

The hurried preparationsfor 


a U.S. exit were triggered 
by Trump's decision Satur¬ 
day to expand a limited 
troop pullout into a com¬ 
plete withdrawal. 

Defense Secretary Mark Es- 
persaid Monday he would 
travel to NATO headquar¬ 
ters in Brussels next week to 
urge European a Hies to im¬ 
pose "diplomatic and eco¬ 
nomic measures" against 
Turkey — a fellow NATO ally 
— forwhatEspercalled An¬ 
kara's "egregious" actions. 
Espersaid Turkey's incursion 
had created unaccept¬ 
able risk to U.S. forces in 
northern Syria and "we also 
are atriskofbeing engulfed 
in a broaderconflict." 

The only exception to the 
U.S. withdrawal from Syria 
is a group of perhaps 200 
troops who will remain at a 
base ca lied Tanf in southern 
Syria near the Jordanian 
border along the strategi¬ 
cally important Baghdad- 
to-Damascus highway. 
Those troops work with Syr¬ 
ian opposition forces un¬ 
related to the Kurdish-led 
fighters in northern Syria. 
Esper said the U.S. with¬ 
drawal would be done 
carefully to protect the 
troops and to ensure no 
U.S. equipment was left 
behind. He declined to say 
how long that might take. 

In a series of tweets Mon¬ 
day, Trump defended his 
gamble that pulling U.S. 
forces out of Syria would 
not weaken U.S. security 
and credibility. He took sar¬ 
castic swipes at critics who 
say his Syria withdrawal 
amounts to a betrayal of 
the Kurd sand plays into the 
hands of Russia. 

"Anyone who wantsto assist 
Syria in protecting the Kurds 
is good with me, whether it 
is Russia, China, or Napo¬ 
leon Bonaparte," he wrote. 
"I hope they all do great, 
we are 7,000 miles a way!" 
Trump hasdug in on hisde- 
cision to pull out the troops, 
believing it fulfills a key 
campaign promise and will 
be a winning issue in the 
2020election, according to 
White House officials 
This has effectively ended 
a five-year effort to part¬ 
ner with Syrian Kurdish and 
Arab fighters to ensure a 
lasting defeatofthe Islamic 
State group. □

Since 1992, Native Ameri¬ 
can advocates have 
pressed states to change 
Columbus Day to Indig¬ 
enous Peoples Day over 
concerns that Columbus 
helped launched centuries 
of genocide against indig¬ 
enous populations in the 
Americas. 

New Mexico is marking its 
statewide Indigenous Peo¬ 
ples Day with an invoca¬ 
tion by several tribal lead¬ 
ers in unison in their native 
languages Ihere also will 
be a parade and tradi¬ 
tional dances at the Indian 
Pueblo Cultural Center in 
Albuquerque. 

"I think it's great and it's 
about time," said All Pueb¬ 
lo Council of Governors 


Chairman E. Paul Torres, a 
member of Isleta Pueblo in 
New Mexico. 

State offices in Maine also 
are scheduled to close for 
the holiday. Maine, home 
to fourfederally recognized 
tribes, ditched Columbus 
Day in favor of Indigenous 
Peoples Day with an April 
bill signing by Democratic 
Gov. J a net Mills. 

She said at the time she 
hoped the change would 
represent a move 'toward 
healing, toward inclusive¬ 
ness." Tribes in Maine have 
had a rocky relationship 
with the state government 
over the years, and the 
Penobscot and Passama- 
quoddy tribes withdrew 
representatives to the Leg¬ 
islature in 2015, when Re¬ 


publican Gov. Paul LePage 
was in office. Ihe change 
to Indigenous Peoples Day 
prompted some backlash 
in conservative circles and 
among Italian Americans 
University of Maine College 
Republicans, for example, 
have described the move 
as part of a "radical left- 
wing agenda." 

But Native Americans in 
some states have wel¬ 
comed the change and 
said it was time to pay 
homage to Native Ameri¬ 
ca ns instead of Columbus. 
Democratic New Mexico 
state Rep. Derrick Lente of 
Sandia Pueblo, the sponsor 
of the New Mexico legisla¬ 
tion that changed the holi¬ 
day to Indigenous Peoples 
Day, said the day allows

Parents of crash victim uige diplomats wife to return to UK 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ihe 

parents of a motorcyclist 
killed in a traffic crash that 
involved an American dip- 
lomat'swife tooktheircase 
directly to U.S. audiences 
Monday, holding a New 
York news conference at 
which they urged the wom¬ 
an to return to Britain. 

The parents of Harry Dunn 
have reached out to 
American politicians and 
plan to be in Washington 
on Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day in theirquestto getthe 
woman back to the U.K. 'to 
present herself to police," 
family spokesman Radd 
Seigersaid. 

If that occurs, the family in¬ 
dicated, it would be willing 
to speak with herthere. 
Charlotte Charles, Dunn's 
mother, tearfully urged 
the diplomat's wife, Anne 
Sacoolas, to "do the right 
thing" and to 'face us as a 
broken family," along with 
the U.K. legal system. 

"She needs to set an ex¬ 
ample to her own children 
that you can't run away," 
Charles said. 

The 19-year-old Dunn was 
killed in August when his 


motorcycle collided with 
a car allegedly driven by 
Sac oo las outside a British 
airforce base in southern 
England used by the U.S. 
military. 

Sac oo las left Britain shortly 
after, although police in 
the area where the colli¬ 
sion happened released a 
statement saying she had 
previously told them she 
had no plansto depart. Her 
current whereabouts are 
uncertain. 

A statement previously re¬ 
leased on Sacoolas' behalf 
said she spoke with authori- 
tiesatthe scene ofthe acci¬ 
dent and again the follow¬ 
ing day and would contin¬ 
ue to cooperate with them. 
It said: "Anne is devastated 
by this tragic accident. No 
losscomparesto the death 
of a child and Anne ex¬ 
tends her deepest sympa¬ 
thy to Harry Dunn's family." 
The U.S. Embassy in London 
said any question of waiv¬ 
ing the immunity given to 
diplomats and theirfamilies 
would be carefully consid¬ 
ered but that it was rare to 
have that happen.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fiona 
Hill, a former top National 
Security Council expert 
on Russia, testified to Con¬ 
gress behind closed doors 
Monday, the latest former 
Trump administration offi¬ 
cial to be subpoenaed as 
partofthe House impeach¬ 
ment inquiry into President 
Donald Trump. 

Hill wouldn't comment as 
she arrived on Capitol Hill, 
but the hearing stretched 
beyond 10 hours. Her attor¬ 
ney said she had received 
a congressional subpoena 
and would "comply and 
answer questions" from 
lawmakers. She resigned 
from the White House Na¬ 
tional Security Council over 
the summer. 

She was the first White 
House official to appearas 
partofthe House impeach¬ 
ment inquiry. Her appear¬ 
ance came despite a 
White House vow to halt 
any and all cooperation 
with what it termed the "il¬ 
legitimate" impeachment 
probe.The White House did 
not immediately respond 
to questions about wheth¬ 
er they had sought to limit 
Hill's testimony. 

A formertop aide to Secre¬ 
tary of State Mike Pompeo 
has a Iso been asked to ap¬ 
pear for an interview this 
week, according to several 
officials familiar with the 
planning. 

Michael McKinley, a career 
foreign service officer and 
Pompeo'sde facto chief of 
staff, resigned Friday, end¬ 
ing a 37-year career, as 
the impeachment probe 
turns its focus on the State 
Department in the Ukraine 
matter. 

The sourceswere unauthor¬ 
ized to discuss the planning 
and granted anonymity. 
House Democrats asked 
that McKinley appear for 


a closed-door interview 
Wednesday, the day af¬ 
ter George Kent, another 
State Department official, 
is sc hed uled. It is unc lea r if 
they will appear. 
Republicanscalled on Rep. 
Adam Schiff, the chairman 
of the House intelligence 
committee, to release tran- 
scriptsofthe depositions to 
the public. The California 
Democratsaid Sundaythat 
having witnesses appear 
behind closed doorswould 
prevent them from know¬ 
ing what other witnesses 
said. 

'We want to make sure that 
we meet the needs of the 
investigation and not give 
the president or his legal 
minions the opportunity to 
tailor their testimony and in 
some cases fabricate testi¬ 
mony to suit their interests," 
Schiff said on CBS' "Face 
the Nation." 

Rep. Jim Jordan, the top 
Republican on the House 
oversight committee, said 
he learned Monday morn¬ 
ing that Schiff had subpoe¬ 


naed Hill. 

'5he was going to come, 
she'd agreed to come, she 
was going to come volun¬ 
tarily but he's going to sub¬ 
poena her, I believe, so he 
could ask certain questions 
and again keep those se¬ 
cret except for the certain 
things he wants to leak," 
Jordan said. 'The tragedy 
here and the crime here is 
that the American people 
don't get to see what's go¬ 
ing on in these sessions." 

The subpoena was issued 
because of attempts by 
the Trump administration to 
direct witnesses not to co¬ 
operate with the impeach¬ 
ment inquiry and to limit 
the testimony of witnesses, 
an official working on the 
impeachment inquiry told 
The Associated Press. Hill 
complied with the sub¬ 
poena and was answering 
questions from both Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans, the 
offic ia I sa id. 

The official spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity in or- 
derto discuss details of the 


closed-door deposition. 
Later this week, U.S. am¬ 
bassador Gordon Sond- 
land, Trump's hand-picked 
ambassador to the Euro¬ 
pean Union, is expected 
to appear for a deposition 
against the wishes of the 
White House, after being 
subpoenaed. He's expect¬ 
ed to tell Congress that his 
text message reassuring 
another envoy that there 
wasno quid pro quo in their 
interactions with Ukraine 
was based solely on what 
Trump told him, according 
to a person fa miliar with his 
coming testimony. 
Sondland's appearance, 
set for Thursday, comes 
after a cache of text mes- 
sagesfromtop envoys pro¬ 
vided a vivid account of 
their work acting as inter¬ 
mediaries around the time 
Trump urged Ukraine's new 
president, Volodymr Zalen¬ 
skiy, to start investigations 
into a company linked to 
the family of Democratic 
rivalj oe Biden. 

One witness who may not 


be called before Congress 
is the still-anonymous gov¬ 
ernment whistleblowerwho 
touched off the impeach¬ 
ment inquiry. 

Top Democrats say testi¬ 
mony and evidence com¬ 
ing in from other witnesses, 
and even the Republican 
president himself, are back¬ 
ing up the whistleblower's 
account of what trans¬ 
pired during Trump'sJ uly 25 
phone call with ^lenskiy. 
Lawmakers have grown 
deeply concerned about 
protecting the person from 
Trump's threats and may 
not wish to risk exposing the 
w h istle b lo w e r's id e ntity. 
Schiff said Sunday that 
Democrats "don't need the 
whistleblower, who wasn't 
on the call, to tell us what 
took place on the call." 
Schiff said it "may not be 
necessary" to reveal the 
whistleblower's identity 
as the House gathers evi¬ 
dence. 'Our primary inter¬ 
est right now is making sure 
that that person is protect¬ 
ed," he said. 

But Trump strongly object¬ 
ed. 

"Adam Schiff now doesn't 
seem to want the Whis¬ 
tleblower to testify. NO!" 
the Republican president 
tweeted early Monday. 
'We must determine the 
Whistleblower's identity to 
determine WHY this was 
done to the USA." 

The impeachment inquiry 
is testing the Constitution's 
system of checks and bal- 
ancesasthe House presses 
forward with the probe and 
the White House dismisses it 
as "illegitimate" because 
there has been no formal 
vote of the House to open 
impeachment proceed¬ 
ings. In calling for a vote, 
the White House is trying 
to press House Demo¬ 
crats who may be politi¬ 
cally reluctant to put their 
names formally behind

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lexas officer charged with murder, resigns after shooting

FORT WORTH, Texas (AP) — 

A white Fort Worth police 
officerwho shot and killed 
a black woman through a 
back window of her home 
while responding to a call 
about an open front door 
was charged with murder 
on Monday after resigning 
from the force. 

Aaron Dean, 34, was 
jailed Monday evening on 
$200,000 bond after the 
police chief said he acted 
without justification would 
have been fired if he hadn't 
quit. 

Police bodycam video 
showed Dean approach¬ 
ing the door of the home 
where Atatiana Jeffer¬ 
son, 28, was caring for her 
8-year-old nephew early 
Saturday. He then walked 
around the side of the 
house, pushed through a 
gate into the fenced-off 
backyard and fired through 
the glass a split-second af¬ 
ter shouting at J efferson to 
show her hands. 

Dean was not heard iden¬ 
tifying himself as police 
on the video, and Interim 
Police Chief Ed Kraus said 
there was no sign Dean or 
the other officer who re¬ 
sponded even knocked on 
the front door. 

"Nobody looked at this 
video and said that there's 
any doubt that this officer 
acted inappropriately," 
Kra us sa id. 

Earlierinthe day,J efferson's 
family had demanded that 
Dean, a member of the 
force for IV 2 years, be fired 
and arrested. 

'Why this man is not in 
handcuffs is a source of 
continued agitation for this 
family and for this commu¬ 
nity," family attorney Lee 
Merritt said, hours before 
Dean was booked into jail. 


Police went to Jefferson's 
home a bout 2:25 a .m. after 
a neighbor called a non¬ 
emergency line to report 
a door ajar. In a statement 
overthe weekend, the de¬ 
partment said officers saw 
someone near a window 
inside the home and that 
one of them drew his gun 
and fired after "perceiving 
a threat." 

The video showed Dean 
shouting, "Put your hands 
up! Show me your hands!" 
and immediately firing. 
Jefferson was staying up 
late, playing video games 
with hernephew, when she 
wa s killed, a c c 0 nd ing to the 
family's attorney. 

As for what, exactly, led 
Dean to open fire, the po¬ 
lice chief said: "I cannot 
make sense of why she had 
to lose her life." The chief 
said Dean resigned without 
talking to internal affairs in¬ 
vestigators 

The video included images 
of a gun inside a bedroom. 
Kra us said he did not know 
whether Jefferson was 
holding the weapon. But he 
said the mere fact she had 
a gun shouldn't be consid¬ 
ered unusual in Texas 
'We're homeowners in Tex¬ 
as," the police chief said. 
"Most of us, if we thought 
we had somebody outside 
ourhouse that shouldn't be 
and we had access to a 
firearm, we would be act¬ 
ing very similarly to how 
she was acting." Kraus said 
that, in hindsight, releasing 
the images of the weapon 
was "a bad thing to do." 
Mayor Betsy Price called 
the gun "irrelevant." 
"Atatiana was in her own 
home,caring forher8-year- 
old nephew. She wasa vic¬ 
tim," Price said. 

Texas has had a "castle 
doctrine" law on the books 
since 2007 that gives peo¬ 
ple a stronger legal de¬

fense to use deadly force 
in their homes The law was 
backed at the time by the 
National Rifle Association 
and is similar to "stand your 
ground" measures across 
the U.S. that say a person 
has no duty to retreat from 
an intruder. 

Fort Worth is about 30 miles 
(50 kilometers) west of Dal¬ 
las, where another high- 
profile police shooting oc¬ 
curred la st year. 

In that case, white Dallas 
officer Amber Guyger shot 
and killed her black neigh¬ 
bor Botham Jean inside 
his own apartment after 
Guygersaid she mistookhis 
place forherown. Guyger, 
31, was sentenced this 
month to 10 years in prison. 
A large crowd gathered 
outside Jefferson's home 
Sunday night for a vigil af¬ 
ter demonstrations briefly 
stopped traffic on Interstate 
35. A single bullet hole was 
visible in the window of the 
single-story, freshly painted 
purple home, and floral 
tributes and stuffed animals 


piled up in the street. 

The police chief said Dean 
could face state charges 
and that he had submitted 
a case to the FBI to review 
for possible federal civil 
rig hts charges. 

Dean has not yet hired an 
attorney but will have one 
provided with financial 
support from the state's 
largest police union, the 
Combined Law Enforce¬ 
ment Asso c ia tio ns of Texa s, 
according to Charley Wilki- 
son, executive director. 
Relations with the public 
have been strained after 
other recent Fort Worth po¬ 
lice shootings. In J une, the 
department released foot¬ 
age of officerskilling a man 
who ignored repeated or¬ 
ders to drop his handgun. 
He was the fourth person 
Fort Worth police had fired 
upon in 10 days 
Ofthe nine officer-involved 
shootings so far this year in 
Fort Worth, five targeted 
African Americans and six 
resulted in death, accord¬ 
ing to department data.

Nearly two-thirds of the de¬ 
partment's 1,100 officers 
are white, just over 20%a re 
Hispanic, and about 10% 
are black.The city of nearly 
900,000 people is about 
40% white, 35% Hispanic 
and 19% black. 

Calling the shooting "a piv¬ 
otal moment in our city," 
the mayor said she was 
ordering a top-to-bottom 
review of the police force 
and vowed to "rebuild a 
sense of trust within the c ity 
and with ourpolice depart¬ 
ment." 

J efferson wasa 2014 grad¬ 
uate of Xavier University in 
New Orleans and earned 
a bachelor's degree in bi¬ 
ology. She was working in 
pharmaceutical equip¬ 
ment sales and was con¬ 
sidering going to medical 
school, according to the 
family's lawyerO 


Bosnia seeks extradition of Missouri man in ware rimes case 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A former 
military policeman in Bos¬ 
nia who has been living in 
Missouri for about 17 years 
is facing extradition to his 
native country, where he is 
accused of raping a preg¬ 
nant Serbian woman who 
was being held as a pris¬ 


oner in 1992. 

Adem Kostjerevac, 58, who 
lives in unincorporated 
southern St. Louis County, 
will appearin federal court 
Tuesday in St. Louis for a 
hearing on an extradition 
request from the Bosnian

The U.S. Census Bureau is 
asking states for drivers' 
license records that typi¬ 
cally include citizenship 
data and hasmade a new 
request for information on 
recipients of government 
assistance, alarming some 
civil rights advocates. 

The two approaches, doc¬ 
umented by The Associat¬ 
ed Press, come amid Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's efforts 
to make citizenship a key 
aspect of federal informa¬ 
tion-gathering in the run-up 
to the 2020 Census, despite 
this year's U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling that a specific 
citizenship question can't 
be included in the 2020 
Census questionnaire. 

Civil rightsadvocatesworry 
that the wider net being 
cast by the Trump admin¬ 
istration for such informa¬ 
tion could chill Latino par¬ 
ticipation in the population 
count, which will determine 
how many congressional 
seats each state gets and 
guide the allocation of 
hundreds of billions of dol¬ 
lars of federal funding. The 
results of the 2020 Census 
also will be used to redraw 
state and local electoral 
maps 

Experts caution that inac¬ 
curacies in state motor 
vehicle records also make 
them a poor choice for 
tracking citizenship, if that is 
the bureau'sgoal. 

After the Supreme Court 
ruling, President Donald 
Trump signed an executive 
order in July requiring the 
Commerce Department, 
which oversees the Census 
Bureau, to collect records 
on citizenship from federal 
agencies and increase ef¬ 
forts 'to obtain State ad¬ 
ministrative records con¬ 
cerning citizenship." 

The American Association 
of Motor Vehicle Admin¬ 
istrators told The AP that 
most, if not all, states re¬ 
cently received requests 
for information including 
citizenship status, race, 
birthdates and addresses 
The association has ad¬ 
vised members to consult 
their privacy officers, and 
"each state is making their 
own determination how to 
respond," spokeswoman 
Claire Jeffrey said in an 


email. 

In Illinois, Secretary of State 
Jesse White denied the re¬ 
quest. 

'We, as a general rule, are 
not comfortable with giv¬ 
ing out our data, certainly 
notin such a huge amount. 
That was the overriding 
concern," said spokesman 
Dave Drucker. 

Other states are weighing 
what to do. The Florida De¬ 
partment of Highway Safe¬ 
ty and Motor Vehicles has 
received the request but 
hasn't responded, spokes¬ 
woman Beth Fradysaid. 
Motor vehicle agency re¬ 
cords are notoriously inac¬ 
curate and "bad at deter¬ 
mining when someone is 
not a citizen," said Andrea 
Senteno, a lawyer for the 
Mexican American Legal 
Defense and Educational 
Fund, which is challenging 
Trump's executive order. 
'The Census Bureau usually 
plans for these types of big 
changes in their operations 
many, many years in ad¬ 


vance, but they don't have 
enough time right now to 
actually plan and provide 
clear information to the 
public about how they are 
going to use these admin¬ 
istrative records," Senteno 
said. 'They're flying by the 
seat of their pants right 
now." 

The bureau also is seeking 
more state records on indi¬ 
vidual recipients of public 
programs. A new request 
published last month in the 
Federal Registersaid the re- 
cordswould be used forthe 
2020 Census and other re¬ 
search, and they're need¬ 
ed to "improve efficiency 
and accuracy in our data 
collections, and to improve 
measures of the population 
and economy." 

The recordsrequestdoesn't 
explicitly ask for citizenship 
information, but some de¬ 
mographers who work with 
the bureau on state-level 
data suspect it's responsive 
to the president'sexecutive 
order. 


'The timing of it, and notic¬ 
ing in the executive order, 
it's well-stated that this is 
going to be a push direct¬ 
ing the Census Bureau to 
work on gathering these 
state inputs; it would lead 
me to believe that the two 
are probably connected," 
said Susan Strate, senior 
manager of Population 
Estimates Program at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Donahue Institute. 

States already share re¬ 
cords on food assistance 
and otherprogramsto help 
the bureau track tradition¬ 
ally undercounted popula¬ 
tions and pinpoint vacant 
houses The states' adminis¬ 
trative recordscould cover 
a host of topics, includ¬ 
ing citizenship, said John 
Thompson, a former Cen¬ 
sus Bureau director in the 
Obama administration. 
"Here's the confusing thing 
about it," Thompson said: 
'They've already been 
reaching out to states. 
They've got a number of 


ongoing programs where 
they reach out to statesfor 
va riousdata." 

States typically don't do a 
good job of tracking citi¬ 
zenship information, said 
Kenneth Prewitt, a former 
Census Bureau director in 
the Clinton administration. 
"People move, divorce, 
buy homes, pay state tax¬ 
es, and these behaviorsare 
not tied to any citizenship 
records," Prewitt said. 

In a statement last Thurs¬ 
day, the Census Bureau 
said it started requesting 
state administrative re¬ 
cords in 2016 to help with 
the 2020Censusand ongo¬ 
ing surveys The records in¬ 
clude birthdates, address¬ 
es, race, Hispanic origin 
and citizenship status The 
bureau didn't answer why 
it was requesting drivers' li¬ 
cense information or why it 
had made the new request 
last month for state ad¬ 
ministrative records when 
it already receives records 
from states. 

The bureau said the records 
it receives are stripped of 
identifiable information 
and used for statistic a I pur- 
posesonly. 

"Responses to all Census 
Bureau surveys and admin¬ 
istrative records obtained 
by the Census Bureau are 
safe, secure and protected 
by law," its statement said. 
When it comes to the citi¬ 
zenship question, there has 
been a tension between 
Trump appointees push¬ 
ing the president's agenda 
and career Census Bureau 
workers who worried that 
adding a citizenship ques¬ 
tion would reduce partici¬ 
pation and make fora less 
accurate 2020 headcount. 
Bureau officials have said 
they will decide by March 
31 on a methodology for 
tracking citizenship. The 
2020 Census count official¬ 
ly begins the next day, on 
April 1. Several civil rights 
organizations filed a new 
challenge in federal court 
in Maryland last month, 
claiming Trump's execu¬ 
tive order is "motivated by 
a racially discriminatory 
scheme to reduce Latino 
political representation" 
and givesan advantage to 
white votersatthe expense

The new women's monu¬ 
ment, about a decade in 
the making, will eventually 
feature a dozen life-sized 
bronze statues dotting a 
granite plaza a short dis¬ 
tance from the Capitol 
in Richmond. Girl Scouts 
pulled blue drapes off the 
seven figures being dedi¬ 
cated Monday, including 
Native American chieftain 
Cockacoeske and James¬ 
town colonist Anne Burras 
Laydon, as the women's 
nameswere read aloud. 
Sculptor Ivan Schwartz 


called it "a new begin¬ 
ning, a deeply significant 
moment in the history of 
the nation, as we begin to 
address centuries-old sins 
of omission." Ihe artist said 
that as part of the art di¬ 
rection and research for 
the monument, he looked 
across America and found 
a "shameful" lack of statues 
dedicated to women. 
"Women have been ex¬ 
cised from the marble 
pedestal of history," said 
Schwartz, who continued: 
'This doesn't change the 
past, but it does begin to 
open a room with a new 
view. And while not all 
Americans may like this, it 
is happening nonetheless." 
The women, who also in¬ 
clude a frontierswoman, 
a dressmaker and confi¬ 
dante to Mary Todd Lin¬ 
coln, an entrepreneur, and 
educator and a suffragist, 


were chosen from more 
than four centuries of Vir¬ 
ginia 's history. 

'They were from all walks of 
life, from differenttimesand 
places," said Mary Marga¬ 
ret Whipple, a former state 
senatorwho served asvice 
chairof the Women's Mon¬ 
ument Commission. 'They 
were famous and obscure. 
Real women, even imper¬ 
fect women, who have 
shaped the history of this 
Commonwealth." 
Organizers say there's no 
other such monument 
on the grounds of a state 
c a p ito I in the U.S. showc a s- 
ing centuries' worth of both 
individual and collective 
wo me n's c o ntrib utio ns. 
Susan Clarke Sc ha a r, clerk 
ofthe Virginia Senate and a 
member of the monument 
commission, described a

AKCAKALE, Turkey (AP) — 

Syrian government troops 
moved into towns and vil¬ 
lages in northern Syria on 
Monday, setting up a po¬ 
tential clash with Turkish-led 
forces advancing in the 
area as long-standing alli¬ 
ances in the region begin 
to shift orcrumble following 
the pullbackof U.S. forces. 
Ihe Syrian military's deploy¬ 
ment near the Turkish bor- 
dercame afterSyrian Kurd¬ 
ish forces previously allied 
with the U.S. said they had 
reached a deal with Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad's gov¬ 
ernment to help them fend 
off Turkey's invasion, now in 
its sixth day. 

Assad's return to the region 
his troops abandoned in 
2012 at the height of the 
Syrian civil war is a turning 
point in Syria's eight-year 
civil war, giving yet another 
major boost to his govern¬ 
ment and its Russian back¬ 
ers and is like to endanger, 
if not altogether crush, the 
brief experiment in self-rule 
setup by Syria's Kurds since 
the conflict began. 

The fast-deteriorating situ¬ 
ation was set in motion last 
week, when U.S. President 
Donald Trump ordered 
America ntroopsin northern 
Syria to step aside, clearing 
the way for an attack by 
Turkey, which regards the 
Kurdish fighters as terrorists. 
Since 2014, the Kurds have 
fought alongside the U.S. in 
defeating the Islamic State 
in Syria, and Trump's move 
was decried at home and 
abroad asa betrayal of an 
ally. 

In the past five days, Turkish 
troops and their a Hies have 
pushed into northern towns 
and villages, clashing with 
the Kurdish fighters over 
a stretch of 200 kilome¬ 
ters (125 miles). The offen¬ 
sive has displaced at least 


130,000 people. 
Abandoned in the middle 
of the battlefield, the Kurds 
turned to Assad and Rus¬ 
sia for protection and an¬ 
nounced Sunday night 
that Syrian government 
troops would be deployed 
in Kurdish-controlled towns 
and villages along the bor¬ 
der with Turkey to help re¬ 
pel Turkish advances. 
Kurdish official Aldar Khalil 
said in a statement that 
the aim of the agreement 
is for Syrian troops to be de¬ 
ployed along the border, 
except for the area be¬ 
tween the towns of Ras al- 
Ayn and Tal Abyad, where 
Turkish troops are advanc¬ 
ing. He added that the 
autonomous authority will 
continue to run daily affairs 
in northeast Syria. 

'There is an understanding 
between SDF and Damas¬ 
cus—a military agreement 
only," said Badran Ciya 
Kurd, a senior Kurdish of¬ 
ficial, referring to the Kurd- 
ish-led Syrian Democratic 
Forces He hasbeen in talks 


with Russia ns sine e the sta rt, 
and he made his com¬ 
ments in an interview with 
The Associated Press. 

Syrian state media broad¬ 
cast repeated footage of 
government forces enter¬ 
ing northern towns and vil¬ 
lages with residents chant¬ 
ing slogans in support of 
Assad, while others rushed 
to hug the soldiers. In a 
northern village, residents 
welcomed the troops by 
showering them with rice, 
an Arab gesture of wel¬ 
come. In another village, 
dozens of young men 
rode motorcycles as some 
waved posters of Assad. 
"We are going back to our 
normal positions that are 
at the bonder," said a Syr¬ 
ian officer, as embattled 
Kurdish authorities invited 
the government to retake 
towns and villages in the 
north. 

"May God protect the 
army!" residents respond¬ 
ed. 

The Syrian troops arrived in 
the northern province of 


Raqqa aboard buses and 
pickup trucks with mount¬ 
ed machine guns. Troops 
moved into the towns of Tal 
Tamr, about 20 kilometers 
(12 miles) from the Turkish 
border, Ein Issa and Tabqa, 
known foritsdam on the Eu¬ 
phrates Riverand a nearby 
airbase ofthe same name. 
Syrian fighters backed by 
Turkey said they began an 
offensive alongside Turkish 
troopsto capture the Kurd¬ 
ish-held town of Manbij, 
on the western flank ofthe 
Euphrates. Mustafa Sejari, 
an official with the Turkey- 
backed fighters, tweeted: 
'The battle of Manbij has 
begun." 

Turkey's private NTV televi¬ 
sion reported that Turkish 
special forces and com¬ 
mandos began advanc¬ 
ing toward Manbij in the 
afternoon. CNN-Turk also 
mentioned the attack, re¬ 
porting that the sound of 
clashescould be heard. 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan signaled 
earlierin the day hismilitary 


was ready to begin the as¬ 
sault Manbij, with a goal of 
returning the city to Arab 
populations that he said 
were its rightful owners. 

The flashpoint area housed 
U.S. troops who patrolled 
the region since 2017 to 
deter a confrontation be¬ 
tween Turkey and Kurdish 
fighters. A U.S. official said 
troops were still in Manbij, 
preparing to leave. 
Speaking later in Baku, 
Azerbaijan, Erdogan said 
Turkey's military offensive 
into northeast Syria is as 
'Vital" to Turkey as its 1974 
military intervention in Cy¬ 
prus, which split the island. 
Erdogan also made clear 
Turkey would not halt its of¬ 
fensive despite the wide¬ 
spread condemnation. 

The military action by An¬ 
kara sets up a potential 
clash between Turkey and 
Syria and raises the specter 
of a resurgent Islamic State 
group asthe U.S. relinquish¬ 
es any remaining influence 
in northern Syria to Assad 
and his chief backer, Rus¬ 
sia. 

Turkey warned its NATO al¬ 
lies in Europe and the Unit¬ 
ed States not to stand in its 
way. 

The European Union unani¬ 
mously condemned Tur¬ 
key's military move and 
asked all 28 of its member 
states to stop selling arms 
to Ankara, Spanish Foreign 
Minister Josep Borrell told 
the AP. 

In Moscow, Kremlin spokes¬ 
man Dmitry Peskov told 
reporters that Russian and 
Turkish officials have re¬ 
mained in close contact. 
Russia appeared to be 
working on de-confliction 
between Turkish and Syr¬

CAIRO (AP) — Sudan's new 
transitional government 
met with rebel leaders on 
Monday, kicking off peace 
talks aimed at ending the 
country's yearslong civil 
wars. 

The peace initiative was 
built into a power-sharing 
deal between Sudan's 
army and its pro-democ¬ 
racy movement. That 
deal was reached after 
the overthrow of longtime 
autocrat President Omar 
al-Bashir in April. The tran¬ 
sitional authorities have six 
months to make peace 
with the rebels, according 
to the agreement. 

South Sudan's President 
Salva Kiir is hosting the talks 
in its capital, J uba, where 
some rebelgroupssigned a 
draft agreement last month 
that detailed a roadmap 
for the talks, trust-building 
measuresand an extension 
of a cease-fire already in 
place. 

South Sudan gained inde¬ 
pendence from the north 
in 2011 after decades of 
civil war. But in the 2000s, 


Sudan was most known for 
al-Bashir's brutal repression 
of an uprising in the western 
Darfur region. 

Achieving peace is crucial 
to the transitional govern¬ 
ment in Sudan. Ithascount- 


ed on ending the wars with 
rebels in orderto revive the 
country's battered econ¬ 
omy through slashing the 
military spending, which 
takes up much of the na¬ 
tional budget. 


Sudanese authorities have 
introduced good-will sig¬ 
nals They dismissed death 
sentences against eight 
rebel leadersand released 
more than a dozen prison¬ 
ers of war. "Fhey have also 


delayed the formation of 
the parliament and the 
appointment of provincial 
governors to allow time 
for the rebels to come on 
board. 

The government delega¬ 
tion, led by Gen. Moham¬ 
med Hamadan Dagalo, 
a member of the Sudan's 
sovereign council, arrived 
in Juba late Sunday. Rebel 
leaders arrived earlier this 
month. 

Rebel leaderMalikAgarof 
the Sudan Revolutionary 
Front, an alliance of Dar¬ 
fur rebel groups, told The 
Associated Press that they 
would start 'the official 
opening" of the talks Mon¬ 
day in J uba. 

Gen. Abdel-Fattah Burhan, 
head of Sudan's sovereign 
council, also arrived in 
Juba to attend the open¬ 
ing session, along with oth¬ 
er African leaders includ¬ 
ing Egypt's Prime Minister 
Mustafa Madbouly and 
Ethiopia's Prime Minister 
Abiy Ahmed, according 
to the official SUNA news 
agency.Q

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin trav¬ 
eled to Saudi Arabia on 
Monday, meeting with the 
oil-rich nation's king and 
crown prince ashe seeks to 
cement Moscow's political 
and energy ties across the 
Mid east. 

Putin received all the trap¬ 
pings of a state visit, with 
a mounted guard escort¬ 
ing his limousine to King 
Salman's Al-Yamamah pal¬ 
ace in Riyadh on his first visit 
to the kingdom since 2007. 
In the intervening yea rs, the 
Arab Spring roiled the wid¬ 
er Mideast as Putin would 
partner with Iran in back¬ 
ing Syrian President Bashar 
Assad in that country's 
still-raging war. Saudi Ara¬ 
bia unsuccessfully backed 
those trying to oust Assad. 
But more recently, Russia 
joined OPEC in lowering 
their production beginning 
in 2017, the first sue h c ut fo r 
the cartel in a decade. It 
reduced production by 1.2 


million barrelsperday, with 
800,000 coming from OPEC 
and 400,000 coming from 
non-OPEC members, an ar¬ 
rangement now known as 
OPEC +. 

That helped boost energy 


prices. Crude oil sold for 
over $100 a barrel in the 
summerof 2014 before bot¬ 
toming out below $30 a 
barrel in January 2016. On 
Monday, it traded just un- 
der$60a barrel. 


'The OPEC+ production 
cuts agreement has been 
extended thanks to active 
participation of our coun¬ 
tries," Putin said. 

Putin listened to a Saudi 
military band play Rus¬ 


sia 's na tio na I a nthe m, 
then greeted officials and 
sat with King Salman for 
a conversation captured 
by state television. Earlier, 
a broadly grinning Saudi 
Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Salman walked up to 
greet Putin on his arrival. 
The crown prince later en¬ 
gaged in a conversation 
with Russian Foreign Minis- 
terSergey Lavrov. 

Putin even paused to ad¬ 
mire a traditional curved 
knife, a janbiya, worn by a 
memberofthe Saudi honor 
guard on hand. 

In brief remarks, the 
83-year-old King Salman 
praised relations between 
Riyadh and Moscow, espe¬ 
cially energy agreements 
At a recent OPEC meeting 
in Abu Dhabi, Saudi Energy 
Minister Prince Abdulaziz 
described the arrange¬ 
ment as "'til death do us 
part."

cal affiliate of the Islamic 
State group known as the 


Jama'ah Anshorut Daulah, 
orj AD. 

"Members of this group are 


free to conduct 'amaliah' 
independently, depend¬ 
ing on the ability of those 


who want to carry out the 
attacks," Prasetyo said, re¬ 
ferring to an Arabic term 
for violent jihadist action 
against those perceived as 
enemies of Islam. 

Chief Security Minister Wi- 
ranto, a local police chief 
and a third man were 
wounded in the broad 
daylight attack on "Thurs¬ 
day by the couple in the 
western province of Bant- 
en.

After the worst of Typhoon 
Hagibis passed over this 
town north ofj apan'seapi- 
tal, Kazuo Saito made sure 
there was no wateroutside 
his house and went to bed. 
Saito woke up a few times 
throughout the night to 
check, but by the time he 
woke for good on Sunday 
morning, the view outside 
his window was almost un¬ 
recognizable. 

'There was a huge river 
flowing in front of me," the 


74-year-old said. 

"The storm, which made 
landfall in the Tokyo region 
late Saturday, had dumped 
record amountsof rain that 
caused rivers to overflow 
their banks It turned many 
neighborhoods in Kawa- 
goe into water and mud 
covered swamps. 

Crews were working across 
the region to dig through 
mudslides and search riv- 
erbanks for those missing 
in the storm, which killed 
almost 50 people and left 
thousands of homes on J a- 
pan's main island flooded, 
damaged orwithout pow¬ 


er. Some 30,000 people 
were in evacuation cen¬ 
ters. 

Saito said he was de¬ 
termined not to evacu¬ 
ate Sunday despite the 
flood water because 'this 
is my only home." His wife, 
Sumiko, thought evacuat¬ 
ing at that point was too 
late and more dangerous. 

"I was terrified and my 
kneestrembled,"she said. 
As they waited, the flood- 
water gradually subsided, 
and on Monday they were 
able to come down from 
the second floor of their 
home. □

— Haiti's embattled presi¬ 
dent faced a fifth week 
of protests on Monday as 
road blockswentup across 
the country after opposi¬ 
tion leaders said they will 
not backdown on their call 
forj ovenel Moi'se to resign. 
While Port-au-Prince re¬ 
mained largely quiet, small 
demonstrations in other cit¬ 
ies and towns come a day 
after tens of thousands of 
Haitians marched through 
Haiti's capita I in a peaceful 
protest organized by art¬ 
ists. Business groups, church 
leaders and human rights 
organizations also have 
joined the call for Moi'se 
to step down amid anger 
over corruption, inflation 
and scarcity of basic goods 
including fuel. 

Among those who 
marched was business¬ 
man Anthony Bennett, who 
sought to run for president 
in 2015and said the private 
sector a Iso was suffering. 

"I think it's time that ev¬ 
eryone understands that 
things cannot continue like

this anymore," he told re¬ 
porters. "Everybody is just 
hoping to get a visa to run 
away. ...The Haitian popu¬ 
lation hashad enough." 


Police fired tear gas at 
a small group of people 
gathered neara couple of 
burning tires in downtown 
Port-au-Prince, including 


Patrickson Monteau, who 
is leading protests in the 
area. 

He said he won't accept 
anything except Moi'se's 


resignation, adding that 
he was encouraged by 
Sunday's demonstration, 
noting it included the bour¬ 
geoisie. 

'That gave us even more 
confidence," he said. 
'There's a lot of misery in 
Haiti ... the people are fed 
up with this situation." 

The demonstrations have 
shuttered businesses, pre¬ 
vented 2 million children 
from going to school and 
led to the deaths of some 
20 people and roughly 200 
injuries. 

Former Prime Minister Eva ns 
Paul, a Moi'se ally, told The 
Associated Press on Mon¬ 
day that the government 
expects to meet with civil 
society leadersand the op¬ 
position, which has publicly 
rejected Moi'se'scallforuni- 
ty and dialogue. 

'We can put everything on 
the table," Paul said, add¬ 
ing that that includes the 
president's mandate. 'The 
country has to keep living. 
We're clear that the presi¬ 
dent has lost the public's 
support.'□

MEXICO CITY (AP) — At 

least 13 police officers 
were killed and three oth- 
erswounded Monday in an 
ambush by gunmen in the 
Mexican state of Michoac¬ 
an, a western region where 
violence attributed to drug 
cartels has spiked in recent 
months. 

The state police officers 
had gone to a home in the 
town of El Aguaje in Agui- 
lilla municipality to enforce 
a judicial order when "sev¬ 
eral a rmed civilians fired on 
them," Michoacan's state 
security department said in 
a statement. 

"No attack on the police 
will go unpunished, and this 
was a cowardly, devious 
attack because they laid 
an ambush in this area of 
the road," Gov. Silva no Au¬ 
reoles said. 

Images published in Mexi¬ 
can media showed vehi¬ 
cles burning in the middle 
of a highway and mes¬ 
sages apparently signed 
by Jalisco New Genera¬ 


tion, one of Mexico's most 
powerful and rising cartels 
at the moment. Aureoles 
said their authenticity was 
under investigation. 

In the afternoon, an Asso¬ 
ciated Press journalist saw 
two gutted patrol cars at 


the entrance to El Aguaje 
surrounded byhundredsof 
bullet casings Two police 
trucks were towed away. 
The streets were nearly de¬ 
void of human activity as 
people apparently decid¬ 
ed to stay indoors afterthe 


violent events. 

Afterthe attack, the area in 
western Mexico's so-called 
"hot lands" was reinforced 
by federal and state se¬ 
curity forces, who set up 
checkpoints to find the as- 
sa ila nts 


Michoacan, an important 
avocado-growing state, 
has recently has seen a 
jump in violence that has 
brought back memories of 
the bloodiest days of Mex¬ 
ico's war on drug cartels 
between 2006and 2012. 

In August, police found 19 
bodies in the town of Urua- 
pan, including nine hung 
from a bridge. Later, an 
area roughly 45 miles (70 
kilometers) north of Aguili- 
lla was the scene of fierce 
clashes between members 
of Jalisco New Generation 
and regional self-defense 
groups 

In 2013, civilian groups 
faced with what they said 
was state inaction armed 
themselves in Michoacan 
to fight the Knights Tem¬ 
plar cartel, one of whose 
bases was Aguililla. They 
said they took up arms to 
defend themselves from 
kidnappings, extortion and 
killings by cartels. But some

How¬ 
ever rich a harvest suchlike galleries 
may have yielded afterwards on this 
island; his toil did notfind its reward, so 
that he had to abandon his ill-starred 
project. The abandoned mine made 
by him hasnow been flooded by sea¬ 
water and soon the waves will have 
succeeded in effacing the last traces 
of human labor by burying the shaft 
in their laps and putting the stamp of 
inviolate loneliness so typical of the 
entire region upon this mine too; for 
lonely these rocks a re". 


After a description of the landscape 
Professor Ma rtin tells a bout his journey 
to Forrtein. 

"We turned off in the direction of Fon- 
tein, but because it is impossible to 
traverse the low limestone plateau 
stretching jaggedly between Fontein 
and Colorado, there was no alterna¬ 
tive but to take the road along the 
north coast of the island. Sand, blind¬ 
ing sand, that isthe plain betweenthe 
plateau and the coast, with here and 
there some shrubsofso-called grapes, 
a serious obstacle to the progress of 
our heavily loaded animals. The boys 
with the pack-donkeys were soon lag¬ 
ging behind, which forced me to load 
the stones I was collecting on to my 
own donkey, a procedure attended 
with many difficulties At first I was aid¬ 
ed by the pistol-holsters of the Spanish

saddle, whose faded stitching bore witness to its having seen bet¬ 
ter days; but these were soon full, and so I crammed my treasures 
anyhow into the pockets of my clothes. "This greatly troubled my 
long-ears, asthe stones were bumping against his body at every 
step, so thatwe were finally obliged to give up ourattemptto ride 
on in advance, and waited forthe pack-animals to come up, how¬ 
ever much we disliked doing so in the scorching afternoon heat, 
which was occasionally alleviated when the trade wind wafted 
some coolness toward us.

LONDON (AP) — Men 

and women will compete 
against each other next 
year in Sweden in a new 
European Tour and Ladies 
European Tour event host¬ 
ed by Henrik Stenson and 
Annika Sorenstam. 

The two tours announced 
the Scandinavian Mixed on 
Monday, minus details on 
how the course at Bro Hof 
SlottGolf Club in Stockholm 
will be set up or how the 78 
men and 78 women will be 
paired during the 72-hole 
event. 

They will compete for one 
trophy, a prize of 1.5 million 
euros and world ranking 
points for both tours, along 
with Race to Dubai points 
in Europe and Order of 
Merit pointsforthe LET. 

The Scandinavian Mixed 
will be held J une 11-14, one 
week before the U.S. Open 
in New York. 

It will be the second time 
Europe has staged an 
event in which men and 
women compete for the 
same trophy.

With Usain Bolt and Mi¬ 
chael Phelps both retired 
since the last Olympics in 
Rio de Janeiro, the U.S.

world. 

In gymnastics, no one else 
comes close. Biles won five 
of the six gold medals at 
last week's world champi¬ 
onships and broke the all- 
time record of 25 medals 
by any gymnast, male or 
female. 

'She's just above anything 
else that we have seen in 
the sport," five-time Olym¬ 
pic gold medalist Nadia 
Comaneci said of Biles on 
Sunday, praising 'the domi¬ 
nation that she hastoward 
all the other gymnasts that 
competed here." 

Biles ha snot just got the tal¬ 
ent. She's got the charac¬ 
ter of an Olympic star. 
There's the laser-like focus 
on training, the same easy¬ 
going humor which en¬ 
deared the world to Bolt, 
and — crucially in the mod¬ 
em era — a savvy social- 
media style. 

International Olympic 

Committee president 

Thomas Bach said Sunday 
that Biles' star status would 


make gymnastics a must- 
see event at the Tokyo 
Olympics. 

'You can have legends 
confirming their status as 
we have just seen with 
Simone Biles, this amazing 
performance there on the 
beam, but you also have 
new stars," he said. 'Gym¬ 
nastics has all the ingredi- 
entsto be top anothertime, 

I must say. A top Olympic 
event in Tokyo." 

Despite itsdispute with Biles 
over the scoring for her 
new double-double beam 
dismount — its grade was 
lessened in part so as not 
to encourage less-skilled 
gymnasts to attempt the 
risky move — the Interna¬ 
tional Gymnastics Federa¬ 
tion knows Biles is crucial to 
the sport. 

Labeling her"wonderwom- 
an"and "a hero," FIG presi¬ 
dent Morinari Watanabe is 
keen for Biles not to retire 
after the Tokyo Olympics. "I 
hope she will continue af¬ 
ter 2020, because she is an 
excellent athlete," he said 
Sunday. 

Biles is certainly the only 
athlete who could pull off 
her look in training at the 
U.S. nationals in August. She 
caused a stir with a leotard 
bearing hersumame and a 
goat's head picked out in 
sequins, a nod to 'Greatest 
Of All Time." 


Few disagree, but Biles 
hasn't yet won everyone 
over. 

'There's no need to turn 
her into some unbeatable 
queen. If I was 15 years 
younger, I'd definitely take 
the fight to the American," 
the Russian gymnast Svet¬ 
lana Khorkina said incom- 
mentsonthe Russian Olym¬ 
pic Committee website 
Thursday. 

Khorkina won 20 world 
championship medals be¬ 
tween 1994 and 2001 and 
held the women's record 
until BilesovertookherTues- 
day. 

One record is likely to re¬ 
main out of Biles' reach, 
however. Soviet gymnast 
Larisa Latynina won a re¬ 
cord 15 Olympic medals 
between 1956 and 1964. 
Biles won five Olympic 
medals in Rio de Janeiro, 
and could add six more 
next year in Tokyo, but 
appears highly unlikely to 
stick around until the 2024 
Olympics However, there's 
another record to aim for.

Hours earlier, Correa was 
confident this would be 
the day he turned things 
around. About time, too, 
after starting out 3 for 22 in 
the postseason afterretum- 
ing from back problems. 
"I've got my swing back," 
he said then. "I'm going to 
hit a homer to night." 

And with a swing that kept 
Houston from falling into an 
0-2 hole, he did just that. 
'Going into that last inning 
I thought: 'I got this I feel 
like I got this, 1 " Correa said. 
"And I had the right ap¬ 
proach against him. I've 
been successful against 
him going the other way. 
And that's what I try to do, 

I saw a good pitch down 
the middle and I drove the 
otherway." 

Correa watched the ball 
sail, tossed his bat, put his

'You look at his RBI totals in 
the postseason, you lookat 
hiswalk-offs, you lookatthe 
big moments, he's a pretty 
special man," manager AJ 
Hinch said. 

Game 3 is Tuesday after¬ 
noon at Yankee Stadium. 
Gerrit Cole, who is 18-0 in 
his last 24 sta rts and led the 
majors in strikeouts, starts 
for the Astros against Luis 
Severino. 

'The game of baseball, it's 
a beautiful game," Correa 
said. 

The Yankees tied a League 
Championship Series re¬ 
cord by using nine pitch¬ 
ers. The eight relievers had 


permitted only one run and 
two hits with 11 strikeouts in 
7 2/3 innings before Correa 
homered, ending a game 
that took 4 hours, 49 min¬ 
utes and finished just be¬ 
fore midnight. 

Houston's five relievers 
combined for 4 1/3 innings 
of one-hit shutout ball after 
taking over for J ustin Ver- 
lander. Going into thisbest- 
of-seven series, the Yan¬ 
kees were considered the 
better team in the bullpen 
— the Astros amply held 
theirown in thisone. 

'Our bullpen was nasty, 
gave us a chance to win 
the game,"Correa said. 
Gary Sanchez struck out 
looking to end the Yankees

HONG KONG (AP) — Under 
pressure from China, Apple 
hasremoved a smartphone 
app that enabled Hong 
Kong protestereto trackpo- 
lice. It has cut off access in 
mainland China to a news 
app that extensively cov¬ 
ered the anti-govemment 
demonstrations. And it has 
made it harder to find an 
emoji representing the Tai¬ 
wanese national flag. 

The tech company's latest 
acts of capitulation to Chi¬ 
na's ruling Communist Party 
have alienated some Hong 
Kong consumers and an¬ 
gered democracy activists 
around the world. But the 
truth is, few U.S. companies 
have as much of theirbusi- 
ness tethered to China as 
Apple. 

'That's the price you pay if 
you want to be in the mar¬ 
ket," said Matt Schrader, 
a China analyst for the 
Alliance for Securing De¬ 
mocracy at the German 
Marshall Fund. 'You have 
to abide by demands to 
censor information: any¬ 
thing that paints the party 
or its history, or its top lead¬ 
ers, in an unflattering light, 
or disagrees with their pre¬ 
ferred portrayal of China as 
a country." 

Apple relieson Chinese fac¬ 
tories to assemble iPhones, 
which generate most of 
the company's profits Ap¬ 
ple has also cultivated a 
loyal following in the coun¬ 
try. China has emerged as 
the company's third-la rgest 
market behind the U.S. and 
Europe, accounting for20% 
of its sales during its past fis¬ 
cal year. 

President Donald Trump's 
trade war with China has 
already complicated 
things for Apple, raising 
fea rsthat Beijing will impose 
measures to hurt Apple 


in retaliation for U.S. tariffs 
on Chinese products and 
sanctions against Huawei, 
the Chinese telecommuni¬ 
cations equipment gia nt. 
Apple CEO Tim Cook has 
spent much of the past 
year walking a thin line, 
trying to prod a truce be¬ 
tween the U.S. and China 
while also trying to protect 
hiscompany's interests 
His efforts so far have large¬ 
ly paid off, helping to shield 
the iPhone from being hit 
by tariffs in either the U.S. 
or China. But that could 
change in mid-December, 
when the Trump admin¬ 
istration has promised to 
expand import duties on 
more consumer electron¬ 
ics 

With the specter of those 
tariffs, Apple haseven more 
of an incentive to placate 
China's government and 
avoid provoking Beijing. 

In a worst-case scenario, 
analysts have estimated re¬ 


taliatory action from China 
could cut Apple's profit 10% 
to 20% That would translate 
into a loss of $6 billion to 
$12 billion in a single year, 
based on Apple's profits 
la st year. 

Apple defended its deci¬ 
sion Thursday to pull the 
police-tracking HKmap.live 
from its online app store. 
For some people in Hong 
Kong, the app wasa handy 
tool that helped steerthem 
away from possible baton 
charges, volleys of tear gas 
and police ID checks. 

But the company said the 
app "has been used to tar¬ 
get and ambush police" 
and 'threaten public safe¬ 
ty." 

'Criminals have used it to 
victimize residents in areas 
where they know there is 
no law enforcement," Ap¬ 
ple said. 'This app violates 
our guidelines and local 
laws." 

Thursday's move followed 


pressure from variouschan- 
nels, including the Commu¬ 
nist Party newspaper Peo¬ 
ple's Daily, which asked: "Is 
Apple guiding Hong Kong 
thugs?" 

Hong Kong's crisis has put 
pressure on those doing 
business with China to take 
sides The protests were 
triggered by a now-aban¬ 
doned government plan 
to allow criminal suspects 
to be extradited for trial 
in Communist Party-con- 
trolled courts in mainland 
China. It has escalated 
into a broader battle over 
Beijing's efforts to curb the 
Western-style civil liberties 
and autonomy promised 
to the former British colony 
when it returned to China 
in 1997. 

Beijing's criticism of Apple 
followed government at¬ 
tacks last weekend on the 
NBA over a tweet by the 
general manager of the 
Houston Rockets in support 


of the protesters China's 
state TV canceled broad- 
castsof NBA games. 

One of the police-tracking

Despite defections* Face book officially launches Libra

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book officially moved for¬ 
ward with its plans Monday 
to create a new digitaI cur- 
rency called Ubra, despite 
several high-profile defec¬ 
tions from the project and 
intense criticism from U.S. 
regulatoreand politicians. 
The Ubra Association, the 


nonprofit that will gov¬ 
ern the currency, officially 
signed on 21 charter mem¬ 
bers on Monday at the 
organization's inaugural 
meeting in Geneva. Origi¬ 
nally the Ubra Association 
had 27 potential mem¬ 
bers, but several compa¬ 
nies dropped out in recent 
days, including Visa, Mas¬ 


tercard and PayPal. 

Most of the remaining 
members of the Ubra As¬ 
sociation consist of venture 
capital firms, who often 
have an eye on emerging 
technologiesand align with 
Facebook's interests, as 
we II a s no np no fits. But so me 
larger companies who are 
now members of the asso¬ 


ciation include Uber, Lyft, 
Spotify and European tele¬ 
communications company 
Vodafone. The association 
said in a statement that an 
unnamed additional 180 
entities have expressed in¬ 
terest and have met the ini¬ 
tial requirements to join. 
Facebook has faced criti¬ 
cism since the summer 


when it unveiled plans to 
create a separate, private 
currency system to allow 
users to make cross-border 
payments more easily. Poli¬ 
ticians have said they be¬ 
lieve Facebook's struggles 
with protecting users' pri¬ 
vacy would spill over into 
Ubra, despite it being a 
separate organization.^

China's auto sales sink 6.3% in September

BEIJING (AP) — Chinas 
auto sales sank 6.3% in Sep¬ 
tember from a year earlier 
and purchases of electric 
cars tumbled 34.2% at a 
time when the industry is 
spending heavily to meet 
government sales quo¬ 
tas for the technology, an 
industry group reported 
Monday. 

The global industry's big¬ 
gest market is on track to 
contract for second year, 
dragged down by weak 
consumer demand in the 
face of a tariff war with 


Washington and cooling 
economic growth. 

Sales of sedans, SUVs and 
minivans in the global in¬ 
dustry's biggest market fell 
to 1.9 million, according to 
the China Association of 
Automobile Manufactur¬ 
ers, an industry group. Total 
sales, including trucks and 
buses, retreated 5.2%to 2.3 
million. 

Demand has suffered from 
consumer jitters over a 
trade war with Washing¬ 
ton and slowing economic 
growth. 

The industry has been re¬ 


porting negative growth 
every month since June 
2018. 

Sales of electric cars fell to 
80,000 units, hurt by a de¬ 
cline in government subsi¬ 
dies that helped to make 
China the biggest market 
for elec tries 

Brandsare spending heav¬ 
ily to meet government 
sales quotas. Beijing is shift¬ 
ing the burden to auto¬ 
makers by requiring them 
to earn credits for selling 
electrics without subsidies. 
That raises the cost to buy¬ 
ers. □

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Has tech made it safer to move nukes? Depends whom you ask

RENO, Nev. (AP) — A fight 
is raging in courtsand Con¬ 
gress over where radioac¬ 
tive materials should be 
stored and how to safely 
get the dangerous rem¬ 
nants of decades of bomb¬ 
making and power gener¬ 
ation to a permanent rest¬ 
ing place. 

Nationwide, spent fuel 
rods lie in temporary cool¬ 
ing ponds at commercial 
nuclear power reactors 
without a permanent stor¬ 
age destination. Plutonium 
also awaits processing for 
nuclear weapons of war. 

As federal officials insist 
they can move tons of le¬ 
thal material without disas¬ 
ter, critics ask how much risk 
is acceptable and how far 
technology has come to 
safely ship nuclearwaste. 
'The question is: 'Are the 
regulations for safety and 
security adequate?"' said 
Edwin Lyman, head of the 
nuclear safety project at 
the Union of Concerned 
Scientists. "My judgment is 
no. They are antiquated. 
They need at least a fresh 
look." 

Watchdogs like Lyman 
want the Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission, which 
regulates the commercial 
nuclear industry, to require 
transport containers to be 
tested to the point nuclear 
waste would be released 
— in a fire, catastrophic rail¬ 
road ortruckcrash, plunge 
into waterorby tampering, 
sabotage orterrorism. 
'What isn't clear is: 'What 
are the conditions under 
which the package would 
fail?"'said Lyman, who has 
studied hazardous ship¬ 
ments for 25 years 
Energy Department offi¬ 
cials and others say tech¬ 
nological advances over 
25 years have produced 
more robust transport can¬ 


isters, new communication 
systems to track shipments 
and their armed escorts in 
real time, and better com¬ 
puter models to examine 
accident scenarios 
The biggest change is bet¬ 
ter technology to analyze 
accident risks, department 
researchers say. Officials 
previously were forced to 
assume transportation con¬ 
tainers, called casks, would 
breakand release danger¬ 
ous waste because they 
had no proof otherwise. 
Using 3D computer models 
for the first time in 2014, the 
Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission determined no ra¬ 
dioactive material would 
be released if a fuel tanker 
crashed with a truck haul¬ 
ing spent nuc lea rfuel. 
Upgrades in containers 
and communication be¬ 
tween armed escorts and 


command posts alleviated 
many past concerns a bout 
the security and safety of 
shipments, said Frank Rus- 
co, U.S. Government Ac¬ 
countability Office environ- 
mentand natural resources 
chief. 

The GAO, an independent, 
nonpartisan arm of Con¬ 
gress that examines how 
taxpayer money is spent, 
"hasno concemsthatcasks 
and rail cars can be built to 
an acceptably high safety 
standard,"Ruseo said. 'Get¬ 
ting societal acceptance 
of train loads of that stuff 
going from all these places 
isa biggerchallenge." 

The Energy Department 
acknowledges the public 
has concerns regardless of 
the safety measures 
The agency tracks ship¬ 
ments round the clock with 
GPS and real-time apps 
like those used to find cell¬ 
phones Trucks haul spe¬ 
cialized trailers, and federal 
agents receive thousands 
of hours of training. 

'The whole radioactive 
waste idea is somewhat 
of a mystery to the normal 
person," said Mark Sender- 
ling, deputy assistant sec ro¬ 
tary for waste and materi¬ 
als management. 'When 


it'seoming to theircommu- 
nity, they don't understand 
... the rigorousrequirements 
the casksare under." 
Senderiing and other gov¬ 
ernment officials point to 
decades without a serious 
accident. 

The Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission said more than 
1,300 shipments of spent 
fuel from reactors have 
been completed safely 
over 35 years. 

"Four were involved in ac¬ 
cidents, but none resulted 
in a release of radioactive 
material ora fatality due to 
radiation exposure," it said 
in 2014. 

But watchdogs like Lyman 
say the government relies 
on computer simulations or 
scaled-down tests instead 
of putting the actual truck 
or rail containers through 
the rigors of a drop, fire or 
immersion in waterto see if 
they can withstand crash¬ 
es, sabotage oractsof ter¬ 
rorism. 

The Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, which sets 
testing standards and cer¬ 
tifies containers, said the 
computer or scale-model 
tests provide "reasonable 
assurance of adequate 
protection of public health 


and safety." It says science 
shows scale-model testing 
can be relied on to make 
regulations. 

'There are a lot of unan¬ 
swered questions about 
what happens," Lyman 
said. "A real test of an ex¬ 
plosive on a real cask con¬ 
taining real spent fuel is a 
dang era us test. It's one that 
hasn't been done." 

Despite vowsthe shipments 
aresafe,the EnergyDepart- 
ment recently announced 
it will review all radioac¬ 
tive waste packaging and 
shipping after a Tennessee 
contractor revealed it may 
have mislabeled low-level 
nuclearwaste — including 
such things as contaminat¬ 
ed equipmentand workers' 
clothing — that was sent to 
Nevada oversixyears. 
Deputy Energy Secretary 
Dan Brouillette wrote in a 
July memo that he and 
Secretary Rick Perry were 
increasingly concerned 
about safe and secure 
packaging, the shipping of 
waste "and the impact that 
this matter could have on 
the safety of our workers, 
the public and the environ¬ 
ment." 

The memo came during 
fights in court over a secret 
federal shipment of weap- 
ons-grade plutonium from 
South Carolina to Nevada 
last year and in Congress 
over renewed Trump ad¬ 
ministration efforts to build 
a dump for the nation's 
most dangerous radioac¬ 
tive waste 90 miles (145 ki¬ 
lometers) from LasVegas 
With the GAO estimating 
that there's enough high- 
level nuclearwaste await¬ 
ing disposal in the U.S. to 
fill a football field 65 feet 
(20 meters) deep, Perry 
pressed Congress to jump- 
start the Yucca Mountain 
project. 

'We have to find a solution," 
Perry said earlier this year, 
holding a map of states 
storing spent nuclear fuel. 
'Thirty-nine states as reposi¬ 
tories is not an appropriate 
solution." 

Rep. Dina Titus, D-Nev., who 
helped defeat the GOP- 
led effort to fund Yucca 
Mountain last May, called it 
'the latest attempt to force 
nuclear waste down Ne¬ 
vada's throats'O

The 36-year-old Iraqi-Amer- 
ican now runs her epony- 
mousempire Huda Beauty, 
a makeup line valued at 
$1.2 billion that hasfast be¬ 
come a favorite among 
A-list celebrities and artists 
around the world. 

Her personality has been 
key in connecting to the 
public via social media, a 
major driver for her make¬ 
up known foritsvibra ntcol- 
orand contouring popular 
among Arab women. She's 
partofa growing vanguard 
of lines built a round person¬ 
alities, an expanding busi¬ 
ness model as more-estab¬ 
lished brands face slower 
sales 

"I do think the idea of 
makeup as a form of self- 
expression will just grow 
even more," Kattan told 
Ihe Associated Press in 
Dubai. "I don't think it's go¬ 
ing to be about beautifying 
anymore." 

Kattan reaches customers 
through a YouTube chan¬ 
nel where she uploads all 
her makeup tutorials. Her 
brand's Instagram account 
boasts more than 39 million 
followers, along with her 
seven million followers on 


Facebook. Her beauty line 
has found success glob¬ 
ally, and especially across 
the Mideast and Persian 
Gulf, where Huda'sbusiness 
model has been particular¬ 
ly successful. 

So-called "beauty influ- 
encers" are seeing strong 
growth in the United Arab 
Emirates, a federation of 
seven sheikhdoms home 
to Dubai. Ibey also play an 
important role in showcas¬ 
ing beauty and personal 
care products in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, which has the highest 
number of active users in 
the region on social media 
platforms 

According to Euromonitor 


International, big brands in 
the UAE such as Mac, Bob- 
bi Brown and Estee Lauder 
"saw slight declines in their 
value shares in 2018, due 
to the strongercompetition 
from smaller brands" like 
Huda Beauty, singer Rihan- 
na's brand Fenty Beauty 
and Charlotte Tilbury. 

As makeup sales slow in 
Europe and the U.S., they 
continue to grow in the 
Mid east. From 2018 to 
2023, Euromonitor predicts 
a 7.2% growth in the color 
cosmetics industry across 
the Mid east, with a 2.9% 
growth across the Gulf Co¬ 
operation Council, which 
includes Bahrain, Kuwait, 


Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates. This year alone, the 
color cosmetics market is 
valued at $2.3 billion in the 
Mideast, growing to $3.1 
billion by 2023, according 
to Euro monitor. 

Kattan said her business 
remained strong because 
of her focus on the Mid¬ 
east. Unlike in many West¬ 
ern countries where more 
natural makeup looks are 
in vogue, women across 
Arab Gulf countries often 
lean toward bright, eye¬ 
catching makeup trends 
and accessories that offset 
the utilitarianism of black 
veils and abayas. That 


complements the bold col¬ 
ors of Kattan's lines 
"I feel like it's very normal 
in a cosmetic business to 
go after the No. 1 beauty 
business or the industry, 
which is the U.S.," she said. 
'Of course, I do want to go 
forthe U.S., but I still feel like 
there's so much to do in this 
part of the world." 

That focus has served her 
well so far. With a net worth 
of more than $600 million, 
Kattan was named one 
of the "10 most powerful 
influences in the world of 
beauty" in 2017 by Forbes 
magazine and was named 
by Time as one of the 25 
most influential people on 
the internet. 

Kattan's makeup line in¬ 
cludes lipsticks, eyeshadow 
palettes, foundation and 
highlighters among other 
products. She now is ex¬ 
panding her empire with a 
newly launched perfume 
line headed by herbusiness 
partner and sister, Mona. 
Huda Kattan has also start¬ 
ed a reality web show on 
Facebook'sWatch service. 
"I think there's a buzz of 
the beauty brands that 
have boomed and cre¬ 
ated billion-do liar brands 
like Huda Beauty, Kylie, so 
many other brands. But in 
reality it's becoming super 
competitive and sales are 
dropping for almost every 
beauty brand out there," 
said Mona Kattan while sit¬ 
ting beside Huda at their 
office in Dubai. □

Kevin Smith c rafts his 'teal big 
cinematic gravestone 1

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — Twen¬ 
ty-five years after "Clerks," 
Kevin Smith says he's craft¬ 
ed his "real big cinematic 
gravestone." 

The 49-ye a r-o Id w rite r-d i- 
rector-actor said a major 
heart attack in February 
2018 prompted him to re¬ 
write his script for "| ay and 
Silent Bob Reboot"to make 
a more personal statement 
about fatherhood and ag¬ 
ing — and leaving a lega¬ 
cy. 

"Like this is my headstone, 
where it's like 'Here lies Kev¬ 
in Smith. And this is what 
he was like.' The movie 
encapsulates everything 
that I tried to do in movies 
over like 25 years and stuff 
and talks a bout my life, my 
podcasting. It's a nice rep¬ 
resentation of who I am," 
Smith said in an interview. 
Calling on friends and call¬ 
ing in favors, he recon¬ 
nected with actors from 
his past, including 'Chas¬ 
ing Amy" and "Dogma" 
star Ben Affleck. Some flew 
to the New Orleans set for 
just two hoursof work in the 
cameo-packed final act. 
"And you don't really get 
away with that many times 
in life — pretty self-indul¬ 
gent. But since I survived 
the heart attack, I figured 
people would be like, let 
him go. He almost died. 
He's a little happy with life 
rig ht now," Smith sa id. 


The resulting movie, in the¬ 
aters this week, is a some¬ 
times silly but heartfelt 
examination of nostalgia 
and growing up. Co-star¬ 
ring longtime friend Jason 
Mewes (the J ay in the titular 
duo), it's packed with meta 
references to other films 
and to what Smith calls his 
own "myopic career." 

The New J ersey native has 
been podcasting for 12 
years. He's written comic 
books and he's toured with 
performances that mix 
jokesand hisunique brand 
of verbose opinion and 
hyper-self-aware, hyper- 
detailed storytelling. He 
acknowledges he was a 
more driven filmmaker — 
and perhaps sharper writer 
— atthe start of hiscareer, 
when he made 'Clerks" in 
1994and "Mallrats"the next 
year. 

Famously made on a shoe¬ 
string $27,000 budget, 
'Clerks" debuted to ac¬ 
claim in 1994 at the Sun¬ 
dance Film Festival. It's a 
profane, grungy, black- 
and-white slic e-of-life film 
centered on a New J ersey 
convenience store that 
served as a showcase for 
Smith's brand of eloquently 
ribald dialogue. Smith, a 
Hollywood outsider who 
played stoner Silent Bob in 
the film, moved quickly to 
build his own Gen X slacker 
franchise of sorts 
"Sometimes I got to face 
Kevin Smith from the past 


— who was much more 
creative and prolific or all 
the good things. He was 
the new guy and stuff. I 
don't mind that. I love Kev¬ 
in Smith from the past. ... 
That's the guy that started 
the journey. I continue it," 
Smith said. 'So far, it feels 
like I'm honoring the jour¬ 
ney that I started." 

The heart attack seems to 
have re-focused Smith on 
filmmaking. He tells a story 
of lying on the operating 
table and feeling utterly at 
peace with the prospect 
of death — until he real¬ 
ized that the last movie he 
made was'Yoga Hosers,"a 
poorly-received 2016 fan¬ 
tasy thriller. He couldn't go 
out on that. 

He also knew he had to im¬ 
prove his health. Following 
his 20-year-old daughter 
Harley Quinn Smith's ad¬ 
vice, he went vegan and 
lost more than 50 pounds 
"Heart attack — second 
biggest thing that hap¬ 
pened to me after'Clerks,' 
I would imagine. Like my 
whole life, I've been talk¬ 
ing about 'Clerks,' for the 
last25years. Like, 'I made a 
movie and it really worked 
out!' And then suddenly 
the heart attack gave 
me something new to talk 
about, where I'm like — 'I 
had a heart attack and 
it really worked out!' So, I 
don't know if I get another 
one of those. But so far, so 
good," Smith saidO

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Rob¬ 
ert Forster, the handsome 
and omnipresent charac¬ 
ter actor who got a ca¬ 
reer resurgence and Oscar 
nomination for playing bail 
bondsman Max Cherry in 
'Jackie Brown,"died Friday. 
He was78. 

Publicist Kathie Berlin said 
Forsterdied of brain cancer 
following a brief illness. He 
was at home in Los Ange¬ 
les, surrounded by family, 
including his four children 
and partner Denise Gray¬ 
son. 

Condolences poured in Fri¬ 
day nighton social media. 
Bryan Cranston called For¬ 
ster a "lovely man and a 
consummate actor" in a 
tweet. The two met on 
the 1980 film "Alligator" 
and then worked togeth¬ 
er again on the television 
show "Breaking Bad" and 
its spinoff film, "El Camino," 
which launched Friday on 
Netflix. 

"I never forgot how kind 
and generous he was to a 
young kid just starting out 
in Hollywood," Cranston 
wrote. 

His 'Jackie Brown" co-star 
Samuel L Jackson tweet¬ 
ed that Forster was 'truly a 
class act/Ac tor!!" 

A native of Rochester, New 
York, Forster quite literally 
stumbled into acting when 
in college, intending to be 
a lawyer, he followed a 
fellow female student he 


was trying to talk to into 
an auditorium where "Bye 
Bye Birdie" auditions were 
being held. He would be 
cast in that show, that fel¬ 
low studentwould become 
his wife with whom he had 
three daughters, and it 
would start him on a new 
trajectory as an actor. 

A fortuitous role in the 1965 
Broadway production "Mrs. 
Dally Has a Lover" put him 
on the radar of Darryl 7a- 
nuck, who signed him to a 
studio contract. He would 
soon make his film debut in 
the 1967 John Huston film 


"Reflections in a Golden 
Eye," which starred Marlon 
Brando and Elizabeth Tay¬ 
lor. 

Forster would go on to star 
in Haskell Wexler's doc¬ 
umentary-style Chicago 
classic "Medium Cool" and 
the detective television se¬ 
ries "Banyon." Itwasan ear¬ 
ly high point that he would 
latersay wasthe beginning 
of a "27-yearslump." 

He worked consistently 
throughout the 1970s and 
1980s in mostly forgettable 
B-movies — ultimately ap¬ 
pearing in over 100 films, 


ma ny out of necessity. 

"I had four kids, I took any 
job I could get," he said in 
an interview with the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune last year. "Ev¬ 
ery time it reached a lower 
level I thought I could toler¬ 
ate, itdropped some more, 
and then some more. Near 
the end, I had no agent, 
no manager, no lawyer, 
no nothing. I was taking 
whatever fell through the 
cracks." 

It was Quentin Tarantino's 
1997 film 'Jackie Brown" 
that put him back on the 
map. Tarantino created 


the role of Max Cherry with 
Forster in mind — the actor 
had unsuccessfully audi¬ 
tioned fora part in "Reser¬ 
voir Dogs," but the director 
promised notto forget him. 
In an interview with Fandor 
last year, Forster recalled 
that when presented with 
the scriptfor'J ackie Brown," 
he told Tarantino, "I'm sure 
they're not going to let you 
hire me." 

Tarantino replied: "I hire 
anybody I want." 

"And that's when I realized 
I was going to get another 
shot at a career," Forster 
said. "He gave me a career 
back and the last 14 years 
have been fabulous." 

The performance opposite 
Pam Grier became one 
of the more heartwarm¬ 
ing Hollywood comeback 
stories, earning him his first 
and only Academy Award 
nomination. He ultimately 
lost the golden statuette 
to Robin Williams, who won 
that year for 'Good Will 
Hunting." 

After 'Jackie Brown," he 
worked consistently and 
at a decidedly higher level 
than during the "slump,"ap¬ 
pearing in films like David 
Lynch's "Mulholland Drive," 
"Me, Myself and Irene," 
"The Descendants," "Olym¬ 
pus Has Fallen," and 'What 
They Had,"and in television 
shows like "Breaking Bad" 
and the 'Twin Peaks" reviv¬ 
al. □ 


Scorsese says he's open-minded a bout Netflix film revolution

LONDON (AP) — Martin 
Scorsese said Sunday he's 
keeping an open mind 
about the cinema "revolu¬ 
tion" sparked by the rise of 
video streaming services, 
as his Netflix-backed mafia 
epic 'The Irishman" closed 
the London Film Festival. 
Ihe director said the rise of 
streaming platforms was 
"an even bigger revolution 
than sound brought to cin¬ 
ema" because it "opens up 
the original conception of 
what a film is" and how it 
should be seen. 

Scorsese told reporters he 
thought it was still impor- 
ta nt that movies be experi- 
enced communally. 
"Homes a re becoming the¬ 


atres too but it's a major 
change and Ithinkone has 
to keep an open mind,"he 
said. 

'The Irishman" — about 
the reflections of a former 
J immy Hoffa associate and 
hitman — is due to have a 
theatrical run from Nov. 1 
before its Nov. 27 release 
on Netflix. 

Scorsese took the project 
to Netflix after other stu¬ 
dios turned it down, partly 
due to its length and the 
expensive de-aging digital 
effects used to make stars 
Robert De Niro, Al Pacino 
and Joe Pesci appearde- 
cadesyounger. 

Scorsese said the CGI ef¬ 
fects, which have come 
in for some criticism, were 


simply "an evolution of 
makeup."

Montana (AP) — I had a lot 

of expectations heading 
to Montana last summer. I 
expected to check off my 
b uc ket-list dreamofd riving 
Glacier National Park's Go¬ 
ing-to-the-Sun Road. I ex¬ 
pected to be ready should 
I meet any bears because 
I'd brought "bear bells" to 
repel them. And I was sure 
I'd love the local meat pies 
called "pasties." 

Wrong on all counts Ihe 
Going-to-the-Sun Road is 
fully open as of early J uly 
but when my husband and 
I arrived in early Septem¬ 
ber of 2017, much of it was 
closed due to fires. In ad¬ 
dition, the rangers told me 
my bear bells were more 
likely to attract curious 
bears than repelthem. 

And, sony, Montanans: I 
tried one pasty in a cafe 
and another in a bakery, 
but for my palate, there's 
a reason the word pasty 
is pronounced so that it 
rhymes with nasty. The 
good news: All the other 
meals my husband and I 
had were terrific, from a 
park restaurant to Southern 
food in Whitefish. 

I also found a hidden gem 
of a museum about Chi¬ 
nese immigrants in Butte, 
along with a freaky poison 
lake. 

The saddest surprise of all? 
Glacier Park's glaciers are 
melting so fast, the National 
Park Service predicts they'll 
be gone in 12years. 

G LAC IER NATIONAL PARK 
Driving the Going-to-the- 


Sun Road was a trip I'd 
dreamed of for years. Un¬ 
fortunately my 2017 trip co¬ 
incided with fires that have 
become an annual late- 
summer plague here. Most 
ofthe road wasclosed. 

But a wall of mountains 
kept the eastern part of 
the park smoke-free, so 
we headed there. High¬ 
lights included the Hidden 
Lake Trail, where you make 
your way along a winding 
path through a vast alpine 
meadow toward a back¬ 
drop of craggy mountains. 
The hikers appear so small 
in the open field beneath 
the looming mountains 
that it brings to mind one 


of those Japanese paint¬ 
ings with tiny human figures 
dwarfed by nature's gran¬ 
diosity. 

That night, we had an el¬ 
egant supper at Many 
Glacier Hotel — includ¬ 
ing scrumptious bison chili 
and a huckleberry-flavored 
cocktail — before watch¬ 
ing the sun set behind 
black mountain peaks ring¬ 
ing the lake on the hotel's 
doorstep. The next morn¬ 
ing, we rose early fora n 11- 
mile (18-kilometer) round- 
trip trek to Grinnell Glacier. 
You can cut a few miles 
off the Grinnell Glacierhike 
by taking a boat to a trail- 
head, but we opted to do 
the whole thing by foot. We 
set out at dawn, wearing 
jackets for the chilly morn¬ 
ing but shorts to keep our 
legs cool as the day heat¬ 
ed up. The elevation here 
is 6,500 feet (1,980 meters), 
including 1,600 feet (490 
meters) gained along the 
trail, but we'd gotten ac¬ 
customed to the altitude 
and felt fine. 

BEARS AND THE G LAC IER 
The most unsettling thing 
about the hike wasthe sign 
at the start of the trail: 'You 
are entering grizzly country 
... There is no guarantee 
of your safety." That's why 
I'd brought bear bells Too 
bad the ranger told me 


not to use them. Instead, 
she recommended bear 
spray, which we bought. 
Her other tip: Sing, clap 
and make noise. Bears 
usually keep away if they 
hear you. To my husband's 
dismay, I never shut up the 
entire trail. I sang Broadway 
tunes and "American Pie," 
recited Winston Churchill's 
"Never surrender!" speech 
and belted out this "Sound 
of Music" riff: 'The hills are 
alive with the sound of bear 
songs." 

In the end, we didn't see 
any bears. But we did see 
mountain goats grazing 
above us, moose wading 
in a turquoise lake below, 
and atthetrail'stumaround 


point, the thing we'd come 
for Grinnell Glacier, com¬ 
plete with floating ice¬ 
bergs. A sobering placard 
says that the ice sheets 
are a fraction of what they 
were 100 years ago and 
that they are expected to 
disappearby 2030. 

BUTTE 

Butte was a mining boom- 
town in the late 19th and 
early 20th century. Many of 
its attractions today speak 
to that era, like the 34-room 
Copper King mansion, built 
in the 1880s by William A. 
Clark, one of the richest 
men of his time. Today the 
mansion isa B&B with guid¬ 
ed tours. 

Butte's Mai Wah Museum 
tells the story of its Chinese 
community, 2,000 strong 
at its height. It's housed in 
buildings that were part 
of Butte's Chinatown, with 
artifacts from the original 
Mai Wah noodle parlor, 
cheongsam-style dresses 
from a family exhibit and a 
1901 directory that listed 35 
businesses, from laundries 
to tailors to drugstores. 

And don't miss the Berkeley 
Pit. This toxic lake, a mile 
long by a half-mile wide, 
wasonce an open copper 
mine. 

Today it's filled with water 
saturated with heavy met¬ 
als and chemicals. For $2, 
you can access a viewing 
platform to see the pool 
with itsodd blue-green hue 
and hear the sirens going 
off to keep birdsfrom land¬ 
ing. The woman in the gift 
shop who sells tickets jaun¬ 
tily announces to all com¬ 
ers: 'There's only one rule: 
No swimming !'□
